Striker

More than 1,200 people gathered 
last night to show workers cur- 
rently waging strikes in Quebec 
that they are not alone in their 
struggles against exploitation. 

Supporters of the strikes at the 
Firestone Tire and Rubber Com- 
pany in Jolictte, Canadian Gyp- 
sum, and Shcllcast Foundries 
marched for more than an hour in 
pouring rain in a demonstration 
called by the Montreal-area Comité 
de, Solidarité avec les Luttes 
Ouvrières. 

The demonstrators, including 
members of the Workers' Support 
Committee of McGill, went from 
Lafontaine Park to a solidarity 
meeting in a chur.ch on Roy Street. 

Chants of "immigrant workers, 
Quebec workers, same struggle," 




"Down with Capitalism," and 
"Workers' unity— workers' power" 
dominated the militant demonst- 
ration, which grouped political 
organizations, citizens' groups, 
student groups, and many workers 
from the three strikes. 

"This demonstration shows the 
growing unity between popular 
groups and the working class in its 
struggles against capitalism and 
imperialism," a spokesman for the 
Solidarity Committee told the 
meeting, following the demonstra- 
tion. 

He said the strikers have learned 
that "you can't defeat the compan- 
ies, and the state that backs them 
up, with slogans. The Firestone 
workers know that their struggle is 
lO.pcr cent negotiations and 90 per 
cent direct action."

The Firestone workers have 
been on a strike for eight months 
against the giant U.S.-owned 
company, which has been backed in 
lis opposition to the workers by the 
lo j;i I police and courts. Many of the 
300 strikers are facing charges 
stemming from incidents on their 
. picket lines. 

A representative of the Shcllcast 
workers— who are predominantly 
Latin American immigrants- 
stressed the need for unity bet- 
ween immigrant and Quebec wor- 
kers "in our common struggle for 
the elimination of exploitation of 
man by man." 

"Long live the unity of the entire 
working class!" he exclaimed to the 
cheering crowd, which ended the 
meeting by singing the "Interna- 
tionale" with fists raised. 



Frost added, "You've got to 
allocate the money you have to 
fairly reflect the increasing needs 
of some faculties and the decreas- 
ing needs of others. As a result, the 
arts budget is going forward by an 
amount which will not allow for 
some of the faculty salary increases 
requested, as well as increases in 
other items." 

■ Arts sources have pointed out 
that budget decisions have been 
made at the expense of the arts 
faculty in recent years. Frost cited 
examples of how, to the contrary, 
the administration has taken steps 
to help out faculties, such as arts 
suffering from decreasing enrol- 
lment. 

He described how the arts 
faculty is losing students due to the 
loss of CEGEP at McGill. (This loss 
had been predicted on the univer- 
sity's system of four year projec- 
tions.) 

According to Frost, the present 
arts enrollment is a bit artificial 
because of an unexpected registra- 
tion surge among collcgial-levcl 
students last year. Frost noted 
"even with the loss of collégial 
people, the arts will still have a 
higher enrollment than originally 
predicted." 

Finally Frost described how the 



university's "graduate student unit 
cost scale" was designed to cushion 
the financial blow suffered by 
faculties with decreasing enrol- 
lments. In simplest terms, if a 
faculty Rained or lost a certain 
percentage of enrollment, they 
would benefit or lose only about 50 
per cent of that percentage in 
money. 

For example, if management's 
enrollment increased by 50 per 
cent, on the basis of this marginal 
cost benefit scale, they would gain 
only 25 per cent in additional 
funding. 

Regarding the graduated cost 
scale, Frost said, "It's a bit tough on 
faculties whose enrollments arc 
rising, but it cushions faculties 
whose enrollments arc dropping... 
It's a question of trying to be as fair 
and equitable as we can." 

Frost added that this graduated 
scale, along with the four year 
projection and allowances for 
variation from that projection, help 
deans and department heads in 
fiscal planning for the future. 
1 "What this means is that a dean 
can look ahead and know what will 
be the minimum amounts (of 
money) he will require. In this way 
he can organize teaching loads and 
otherwise adjust his budget,"

Library hours 



on trial

Library director Richard Farley 
said yesterday that the total of 15 
hours recently added to the 
McLennan and Redpath library 
study schedules must be justified 
by at least 100 students using the 
library during the extra hours. 

The library will closely watch the 
number of students who leave the 
library at the new closing time, he 
. said. 

The main consideration in the 
decision to lengthen the study 
hours of McLennan and Redpath 
libraries was finances, said Farley. 
Farley's figures show that it will 
cost the library about $3,000 to pay 
the guards for their additional 
work hours under the new library 
schedule. 

According to Farley, many 
members of the library committee 
opposed this investment on the 
grounds that the money should be 
used to purchase books. 

Farley said the total budget for 
McGill's libraries is $4 million, 
approximately three-fourths of the 
budget is spent on salaries, leaving 
$1 million for book purchases. 

The extended library hours were 
initiated by arts student senator 
Stephen Fogarty. Fogarty submit- 
ted the proposal, which originally 
included a provision for 2 a.m. 
closing times during exam periods, 
to the Senate steering committee 
on November 6. 

The steering committee referred 
the proposal to the library commit- 
tee which advised Farley to extend 



the closing,times to 12 p.m. Farley 
decided to implement the recom- 
mended schedule beginning this 
week "on a trial basis." 

Fogarty is confident that the 
new hours will be popular. He said 
that his proposal was backed up by 
the number of people he counted 
during one week of November 
leaving the library at closing time. 
According to his calculations, an 
average of 250 students leave at 
the end of a library day. 

Fogarty said that he hopes the 
second part of his proposal, the 2 
a.m. closing time during exams, 
"can be arranged for next term." 
Farley said that the suggestion 
"will be very, very difficult" to 
implement. 

The main obstacle to this 
extension is, according to Farley, 
the cleaners' contracts which 
specify that their work begin at 
midnight. Fariey said that students 
staying until 2 a.m. would find the 
cleaners' activities disruptive. 

Asked why student requests for 
longer hours had not been heeded 
earlier, Farley replied that the 
library budget was tighter in 
previous years. Fogarty sugges- 
ted, however, that "people didn't 
go through the right channels."

Trudeau likes politics, 
won't go to SFU 



BURNABY (CUP) - Since the 
printing of Canadian University 
Press's story regarding the nom- 
ination of Pierre Trudeau for 
president of Simon Fraser Univer- 
sity (SFU), a number of official 
denials have made it apparent that 
the story was not entirely accurate. 
. Although Trudeau's nomination 
is before the presidential search 
committee, it is not clear whether 
Trudeau is the source of that 
nomination or whether his name 
has been put before the committee 
by someone acting without Tru- 
deau's approval. 

A number of categories have 
been established, however, and 
Trudeau as a member of the prime 
category, will receive the commit- 
tee's strong consideration. Other 
famous figures have also been 
listed by the committee, and all 



candidates for the presidency will 
be measured against them. 

Eric Kierans, John Kenneth 
Galbraith, Sylvia Ostrey and Paul- 
ine Jewett have been placed in the 
prime category. None Of these 
people, however, appears to have 
been contacted as yet. - 

The report that committee 
members were sworn to secrecy 
while RCMP officers were present 
is certainly wrong. Rather, the 
members agreed voluntarily, and 
informally, that the proceedings 
would remain under wraps. 

Such a statment, in fact, was 
released by Paul Cote, chairman of 
the board of governors" and the 
search committee. 

"The search committee is in the 
very early stage of proceedings and 
one thing that always seems to 
happen in these proceedings is that 



they become surrounded by „a 
whole series of rumors which have 
no foundation in fact. When the 
search committee and the univer- 
sity have something of substance to 
say, there will be an announce- 
ment Until then, this answer will 
apply to any rumor." 

A UPI story appearing in the 
Vancouver Province on Monday, 
Nov. 19, said that, "the spokesman 
(for Trudeau) flatly denied rumors 
on the West Coast that Trudeau 
was planning to resign to become 
president of SFU." The prime 
minister has "made it very clear 
that he's here to stay," he said. 

And when Trudeau was ques- 
tioned if he was interested in 
academic life, he replied, "Ask mo 
in ten years," implying the world 
was unfolding as it should. 



Montreal in decay -Bookchin

According to anarchist philoso- 
pher Murray Bookchin, Montreal is 
on its way to becoming another 
New York, because "New York 
contains what is latent in every 
capitalist city, and this is spread- 
ing, not by contagion, but by the 
inner dynamic." 

"We have moved into a period of 
the unprecedented decay of cities 
and the negation of what urbanism 
was supposed to achieve," Book- 
chin told a group at the University 
Settlement last week-end. 

One of the things that cities were 
originally supposed to achieve, 
according to Bookchin, was to bring 
people together. "But cities no 
longer bring people together. They 
create alienation, estrangement 
and anonymity. Instead of provi- 
ding services, they create prob- 
lems requiring services." 



Bookchin spoke almost exclus- 
ively about giant American cities 
like New York, where "there has 
been a retrogression to a period 
when the stranger was feared and 
had to prove he didn't have any 
weapons in his hands." 

He described the reduction of 
people to the status of "commodi- 
ties" by urbanization, and the 
"manhattanization" of San Fran- 
cisco, a city which for a long time 
resisted urban blight, through 
"paranoic, pyramidal architect- 
ure, particularly of insurance 
companies, which seem, like Khu- 
fu, determined to leave behind 
monuments to life insurance, to 
competition, to buying and selling." 

Bookchin sees decentralization 
and grass-roots participation as the 
only solutions to urban crisis. 
"Cities must be decentralized and 
scaled to human dimensions where 



people can truly develop their 
proclivities," he said. 

"People must recover on a 
grass-roots level the power that 
has been pre-empted by the 
nation-state. They must create a 
movement on the municipal level in 
opposition to the centralization 
that has taken place regionally and 
nationally, rather than a 'reform' 
movement that leaves the social 
and economic relationships unchal- 
lenged." 

As an example of the inadequa- 
cies of reformism, he cited Fiorello 
LaGuardia's Fusion Party in the 
1930's New York, which he descri- 
bed as perhaps the best of the 
'reform' movements. 

"Its failing was that it was a 
typical political party which per- 
petuated the same type of bureau- 
cracy it was supposed to change.

Frost said. 

The loss of money in the English 
and French departments, due to 
the ending of CEGEP at McGill, 
had been anticipated for a while. It 
is hoped in some quarters that 
these losses would alleviate the 
impact of the budget ' decision. 
According to Frost, "The savings 
are likely to be considerable. But I 
would not guess at the total savings 
in these areas." 

With regard to the expected loss 
of TA-ships, Frost indicated there 
might be help for some of those 
whose incomes depended on main- 
taining their job. 

"If you have fewer collégial 
students, you are going to have 
fewer TA's," said Frost. He 



admitted that in this type of budget 
situation the first temptation was 
to cut back on TA's. "In reality 
these TA positions are only 
disguised ways of helping graduate 
students," he said. 

Frost said that part of the crunch 
on the TA's could be avoided by 
cutting back on increases in other 
departmental areas, although that 
would be left up to the department 
heads. He added that graduate 
officials were currently looking 
into alternate means of financial 
help for graduate students. 

"We have to allow the university 
to adapt flexibly to its own inner 
changes. We can only let the 
students make their own academic 
choices... We are growing in one 
place and shrinking a bit in 
another...Then again, this situation 
might change in ten years," he 
concluded.

The Israel -Palestine conflict clarified 



The following article is the 
transcript of a speech read on 
Tuesday night at the Middle East 
Conference held at McGill. The 
conference was sponsored by the 
Middle East Anti-Imperialist Coal- 
itioti.

The Middle East Anti-Imperial- 
ist Coalition has been formed 
recently, to solicit active cooper- 
ation and support of various groups 
as well as individuals in Montreal in 
disseminating accurate and res- 
ponsible information on the stug- 
,gles of the peoples in the Middle 
East. Since the struggle of the 
Palestinian people against the 
imperialist— backed Zionist colon- 
ialism is the major battle in the 
area today, its emphasis will 
understandably be placed on this 
struggle. 

. need for the formation of 
such an organization is based on the 
fact that the media in Montreal, 
like the Western capitalist media 
elsewhere, has followed a policy of 
■ systematic distortion in presenting 
the Arab-Israel and the Palestin- 
ian-Israel conflict. 

A number of writers, both Arab 
and non-arab, have documented 
the widespread pro-Zionist bias in 
the Western media. To find 
evidence for this bias, all one has to 
do is to pick up an issue of almost 
any European or North American 
newspaper that contains a story on 
the Middle East conflict. 
• This bias in the Western media is 
not only pro-Israel, but also rabidly 
anti-Arab and anti-Palestinian. 
Generally, what defines the slant is 
the racist, colonial premises that 
arc so tenaciously held by both the 
apologists and the perpetrators of 
neocolonialism. 

How else can one characterise 
the slant of the Montreal Star 
editorial which said: 

"...Black September, the terrorist 
group, has said it staged its 
murderous raid in Khartoum in 
order to tell the world "to take us 
seriously." Which world is it 
talking about? The enlightened 
world which shudders every time 
an act of violence against diplo- 
mats and unarmed civilians lowers 
the level of civilised behaviour, a 
bloody notch? Or the Arab world 
which continues to justify such 
brutal acts...?"

It is the pre defined colonial 
world-view that perceives the 
universe as divided between the 
forces of enlightenment (the West) 
and the forces of darkness (the 
East). And holding such a world 
view necessitates deliberate dis- 
torion of facts. 




In this context, the following 
story is worth telling: 

In a recent press conference, the 
president of the Quebec-Palestine 
Association, Rezeq Faraj, was 
asked how many members he had 
in his organization. His reply was 
62. The next day the newspapers 
and the TVs in Montreal flashed 
the news that the Quebec Palestine 
Association was training 62 Qué- 
bécois in guerrilla warfare and 
terrorism. 

Such a fabrication of news is not 
. isolated or accidental, but a logical 
outcome of a more fundamental 
racist, colonialist attitude. 

The Middle East anti-imperialist 
Coalition seeks to put an end to this 
distortion of facts, but it also seeks 
to attack and debunk these 
ingrained racist and colonialist 
attitudes, which tend to reduce the 
majority of mankind to a subhuman 
level. 

The coalition is based upon the 
acceptance of three basic princi- 
ples: anti-imperialism, anti-zion- 
ism and, support for revolutionary 
movements in the Middle East — 
(Iran, Persian Gulf, etc.) 

It is hardly necessary to explain 
why we oppose the continuing 
economic and political domination 
of the Middle East by Western 



capitalism, most notably, by that of 
the U.S. The area has been 
subjected to a systematic defraud- 
ing for centuries by the imperialist 
powers of France, Britain and the 
United States. It is in response to 



this continued subjugation that the 
people of the Middle East are rising 
up and seeking a newer life which 
will be devoid of misery, exploita- 
tion and general stagnation. 

What the coalition would like to 
explain in greater detail, however, 
is its iinti-ziqntst principle. It 
opposes zionism for two fundamen- 
tal reasons. 

First, it opposes Zionism be- 
cause it is essentially a colonialist 
doctrine, which has sought in the 
past, and is still seeking, to destroy 
an entire nation, the Palestinian 
nation, in order to establish and 
expand the settlement of the 
Jewish people in Israel. Wc look 
upon Zionism not as a movement of 
Jewish liberation but as the 
systematic establishment in Pal- 
estine of an alien settler state, 
existing at the expense of, and as 
the result of, the dispossession of 
the Palestinians. The corollary 
from this is that Israel cannot be 
maintained in 'its present form 
without also" systematically ex- 
cluding the Palestinian Arabs. . 

It is sometimes argued that Arab 
nationalism and Zionism are par- 
allel political movements against 
colonialism and oppression. Where 
the Arab nationalism was a direct 
response to colonialism in the Arab 
world, Zionism, in implementing 
its "national expression", no mat- 
ter how pressing and humane the 
"reasons, became guilty of uproot- 
ing, oppressing, and depriving 
another people of its right to 
national self-determination. Today 
Arabs are under occupation on the 
Western Bank, severely repressed 
in Gaza, subject to Emergency 
Defence Regulations, and all kinds 



of discriminations in Israel, and 
homeless in Jordan, Syria and 
Lebanon. 

It must be categorically rejected 
that one community has the right 
to put itself above the other, as the 
Zionists have done by means of the 
Law of Return and exclusively 
Jewish institutions. Palestinians 
are by no means obligated to 
provide land to solve the Western 
Jewish problem. 

The second reason why the 
coalition opposes Zionism is be- 
cause of its active alliance, ever 
since its inception, with the 
dominant imperialist power of the 
time. The Israeli leaders have not 
deviated at all from the method of 
operation set forth by the founder 
of Zionism, Theodore Herzl. 

"From the moment that I 
i ntered the movement, I turned 
my eyes toward Britain because I 
saw that, owing to the general 
state of affairs over there, it was 
the centre of gravity where a lever 
could lie applied. ". 

"Britain, the great and free 
Britain, the ruler of the seas, will 
understand us and our aims. 
Starting from that paint, the 
Zionist idea will take wing, ever 
farther and higher, we can be sure 
of that. " 

Theodore Herzl 
All Henri's efforts were aimed at 
securing the help of different 
imperialists— British. German, 
Turkish. Eventually, the Zionist 
movement directed its attention 
toward Britain in particular. True, 
there were many instances of 
friction between Britain and the 
Zionists. Nevertheless, it was

under the British mandate and 
under the aegis of the Balfour 
Declaration, that the "Jewish 
presence" in Palestine was multip- 
lied tenfold. In 1918, the Jews in 
that country numbered 50,000 or 7 
per cent of thé total population; in 
1918, there were 650,000, or 
one-third of the total population. 
The alliance between Zionism and 
British imperialism was a difficult 
and uneasy alliance; but it contri- 
buted decisively to the creation of 
the state of Israel. 

The juridical origin of this state 
has the same Western origin. The 
Balfour Declaration was confirmed 
in 1922 by the League of Nations, 
which awarded Britain a mandate 
for Palestine. The decision was 
immediately repudiated by the 
Arabs and accepted by the Zion- 
ists. The UNO renewed this 
international consecration in 1947 
with its vote creating the state of 
Israel. 

The history of the state of Israel 
since its creation, is but the 
continuation of the history of 
Zionism. It corresponds to the 
same logic and reveals the same 
aspirations. 

Thus, in world politics, Israel has 
allied itself not with oppressed 
people everywhere, but with op- 
pressors everywhere; with Britain 
and France against Egypt in 1956, 
with the U.S. in Korea and in 
General Mobutu in 
inst the Peoples' 
in the UN, with 
la, with the 
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French Secret Army Organization 
in Algeria. 

In fact, while the Algerian war 
was going on, the Israelis were the 
most determined supporters of 
France's struggle to maintain her 
presence in North Africa. The 
Israelis showed their concrete 
support by dispatching parachu-" 
lists to Algeria. 

Besides helping the Fronch, the 
Israelis fought their own colonial 
war during the Suez expedition. 
The invasion of Sinai by Israeli 
armoured columns was Israel's 
reaction to the Egyptian national- 
ization of the Suez Canal, (which 
was a victory for the anti-imperial- 
ist movement.) 

In 1958, when, after the landing 
of the U.S. Marines in Lebanon, 
Jordan was in tumuli and Hussein's 
throne was in danger, the Israelis 
allowed the British troops to cross 
their territory. During the same 
period, when the revolution broke 
out in Iraq against the pro-British 
regime of JMuri al Said, the Israeli 
leaders openly called for Western 
intervention to quell the uprising. 
And when Syria turned to the left, 
General Rabin, Chief of Staff of the 
Israeli Army, declared on May 13, 
1967. that "Until the. ardent 
revolutionaries of Damascus have 
been overthrown, not a single 
government will be able to feel safe 
in the Middle East" 

Some Zionist apologists maintain 
that it was the systematic hostility 
of her Arab neighbours that forced 
Israel to make herself the defender 
of Western interests in the region. 
If this is true, if it is by compulsion 
and not by free choice that Israel is 
allied to western imperialism, then 
this would-be excuse for Israel is its

admitting that Israel's adhesion to 
imperialism is not the result of 
casual circumstances, or of a 
mistake, but follows from a 
compelling situation that will last 
as long as the hostility felt towards 
Israel by her Arab neighbours 
lasts. 

This argument cannot stop 
there. Those who use it must ask 
themselves, what the reasons are 
for the Arab hostility. They must, 
therefore, be confronted with the 
objective and subjective reality of 
the Zionist undertaking, which, 
from its very start, and throughout 
history, has never concealed its 
link with the West and its Western 
orientation, which has gone hand in 
hand with its alienation from the 
local population. As Moshe Dayan 
puts it, "we arc closer to the Jews 
of Miami than the Arabs of 
Amman." - 

Israel has indeed moved much 
closer to Miami ever since Ameri- 
can imperialism has taken over 
the position in the Middle East 
formally held by British and 
French imperialism. The supplies 
of Phantoms and other warplancs 
(the latest military aid to Israel 
amounts to 2.2 billion dollars) are 
only one aspect of this significant 
aid. The U.S. may have reserva- 
tions on one or two aspects of 
Israel's attitude, but it is increas- 
ingly clear that the fate of Israel is 
bound with the American presence 
in the Middle East. The American 
support takes another important 
form: the privilege accorded to the 
Zionist; movement to collect large 
sums in the U.S., send them freely 
to Israel, and, on top of all this, to 
benefit from tax exemptions of a 
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Will appear Friday, Dec. 14th. 
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virtually providential order. 
. It is this alliance with the U.S. 
imperialists that has resulted in the 
dual Israeli role in the Third World. 
Its primary relationship wit h imper- 
ialism is as a watchdog in the 
Middle East; but it has a secondary 
relationship, that of serving as a 
channel in which money and 
ideology can be routed to neo col- 
onial countries in Asia and Africa. 

The Middle East Anti-Imperial- 
ist Coalition condemns both these 
roles as socially and economically 
regressive, for they seek to 
strengthen the neocolonial bond 
between the West and the Third 
World countries. 



Most states follow a winding 
road in diplomacy. The state of 
Israel, however, has shown a 
remarkable continuity in its choice 
of alliance. It has always taken its 
place in the Western camp. It is the 
outcome of a movement which, 
from the very beginning, deliber- 
ately ignored the aspirations, 
interests and even the existence of 
the people living in the country it 
coveted.'a country without a people 
for a people without a country."

Plea for student 
concern and unity 
To the editor: 

In the last few days a grave 
situation has arisen at McGill 
University, in which the Students' 
Council has effectively handed over 
the students' rights of freedom of 
speech and assembly to the 
Montreal police force. 

Members of the MSM have been 
arrested several times and violent- 
ly removed from the Student 
' Union, due to their staging of mass 
democracy rallies in the lobby of 
the Union. There was, admittedly, 
an incident of violence at one of 
these rallies, involving a minority 
of the MSM members and under 
some form of "Zionist" provocation. 
However, the mass democracy of 
last Thursday involved no violence, 
except on the behalf of the police, 
and no threat of violence existed at 
any time, except in the minds of 
Students' Council representatives; 
Little and Marcus, who revelled in 
the joys of a possible riot which 
they did their utmost to create, by 
sending for the police. 

An honest, peaceful discussion 
prevailed in which many different 
views were expressed, but despite 
this, Ionis, the MSM speaker, was 
violently subdued and taken by the 
police. The mass democracy con- 
tinued afterwards with some of the 
most stimulating discussion I have 
heard in my life. Views were heard 
from Zionists. Arabs, socialists, 



Marxists and even a few plain, 
apathetic students. Still there was 
disruption by Students' Society 
people, but the discussion went on 
past 2 p.m. This fact proves that 
. the mass democracy rallies are not 
purely the "revolutionary disrup- 
tive" gatherings of the MSM. They 
are genuine student discussions. 
We were asked several times to 
step outside so as to stop disruption 
of the Student Union. Presumably 
the steps outside of the Union arc 
less important as the functioning of 
the Union than those outside? In 
reality one can only conclude that 
these requests were further at- 
tempts at disrupting the process of 
social awareness that mass democ- 
racies represent.. No matter what 
the views expressed, disruption of 
free expression can not be tolera- 
ted at a university, or anywhere 
else. The interaction of different 
opinions and the resultant critical 
social awareness is an essential 
part of the university environment 
which must be defended at all 
costs, for if we Tail in stopping this 
suppression and manipulation of 
basic student interaction, we will 
be signing the death warrant of any 
chance of appraisal of our university 
and our external society, in the 
future. The present state of affairs 
. cannot be tolerated by any respon-. 
sible, human member of the McGill 
community. Ionis's continued ar- 
rests attest to the need of our 
involvement. The man, after all, 
:- has never been violent, he is purely 
the mouthpiece for a group which 
does not exactly stimulate revolu- 
tionary ferment in McGill students, 
and yet he is treated like a criminal 
and arrested on sight. 

There will be more mass democ- 
racies in the Union lobby, and no 
matter who starts the discussion 
(whether it be Marxists, Zionists,

I simply feel that the 
discussion methods of the MSM do 
little tosupportcither cause.

Let them 
keep up these meetings, and police 
on campus will be a regular sight.

Monday (Dec. 4) night's McGill 
Outing Club meeting took a 
spectacular turn for the worse 
when a microcosm of current 
"democratic" practices came to 
light. All are only too familiar with 
the extremes to which executive 
privilege can be transported— wit- 
ness the immediate contradiction 
in statements by The General and 
The Secretary. For its part, the 
MOC Executive has felt compelled 
to close the Open Door Policy on 
membership. This policy has been 
of longstanding value: it has 
permitted close, amical contacts 
with people in various walks of life 
who have common, out-of-door 
interests. Up to this year, curtail- 
ment has not been deemed neces- 
sary.

come down to vote every time some 
group decides to get some money 
from Council. The day care pro- 
gram destroyed itself, merely 
because of the manner in which it 
attempted to coerce money from 
Council. Very few students would 
have refused to donate one dollar to 
day care. If, at registration there 
had been a form explaining the day 
care program and asking students 
to release one dollar of their 
student's fees to be given by 
Council to the day care program, 
then, rather than being in debt, 
they would have a good 80% of the 
$14,000 they have tried to coerce 
from Council. 

The Judicial Committee, now in 
session, must rule to retain the 
power of fund allocation for 
Students' Council— not open meet- 
ings. Otherwise, those students 
who have responsibilities at the 
university, whether it be to 
patients at the hospitals or to 
themselves, will lose the democra- 
tic privileges afforded them by 
Students' Council elections.

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Guidance service needs director

McGill's Guidance Service is in "a 
state of flux" while a committee is 
trying to select a new director for 
the service, according to Dr. T.. J. 
Maroun, a member of the 
committee. Guidance's last direc- 
tor, Edward Burnett, resigned 
March 1 to take a post in the 
department of continuing educa- 
tion. 

"A director was in the process of 
being hired, "but the deal fell 



through," said Maroun. The 
selection committee is chaired bv 
-Vice-Principal (Academic) Eigil 
Pederscn and includes Deans 
Saeed Mirza and Samuel Her- 
schorn. 

Maroun said the committee's 
first two choices for guidance 
director did not get past the 
negotiations stage, "so the whole 
selection process ground to a halt." 
The new director, when found, will 
take over next September.

People let 'professionals' do things 
for them. They just came out to 
vote. Then they became disenga- 
ged." 

The failure of the reformists in 
New York is self-evident, said 
Bookchin, pointing to New York's 
current situation. 

Furthermore, in New York "lip 
service was paid to decentraliza- 
tion, and little 'town halls' were set 
up to 'listen' to the peoplp, but 
without giving them any real 
power." 

Bpokchin's solution is local com- 
munity organization and local 



assemblies, planned with the aim of 
confederating with committees in 
other neighbourhoods, and even in 
other cities, against the state. Such 
committees would • be "stepping 
stones towards dispossessing the 
pyramid-builders, to changing the 
fundamental social relationships, 
to returning initiative to the 
people." 

It was evident from Bookchin's 
description of committees of this 
type in the U.S. that this strategy 
is still in its infancy there. Bookchin 
' was unaware how far the neigh- 
bourhood committees in Montreal 
had advanced since 1968, and 
expressed keen interest in the 
development of grass-roots action 
here. 



Maroun, a professor of counselor 
education, was chosen by the 
selection committee to supervise 
the service's three counselors. He 
said he would like to see the service 
expand in two areas. 

"First, I think we should try to 
make students more aware of our 
services," he said. "Though infor- 
mation about our emotional and 
vocational counselling programs 
abounds in student handbooks, 
other concerns, like academic and 
atheltic activities, vie for the 
student's time." 

"Since only a small percentage of 
students live in residence, most 
tend to relate to the local 
community services that they are 
more familiar with," he said. 
Maroun's answer to this is a 
university-wide referral service 
that gives students access to all 
academic, religious, and psycholo- 
gical counselling services. 

"Secondly, I envision a service 
where people could come in and 
expand their potential while in 
university," said Maroun. He said 
"human awareness groups" could 
be "useful in helping students 
adapt to the changing issues and 
needs that we in a university face." 

The guidance service last year 
counselled 300 students and 1,500 
used its library.
